TEE MILITIA IS CALLED OUT.

LiNCX>ijr, Neb., Jan. 8.— All th* doon 
of the representativ* hall were doaely 
guarded yesterday morning, and noma 
but memben of the lagialatnre, state ofB* 
ccra and peraoiu having bostaiss thers 
wi'Tc ailiuitted. All tuemben were oo 
haiul promptly, itlthong'h they found 
prt-at dillicult iii pii.-liiii:,' tlicir way 
through tlic crowds tliat filli'd tlit- cor- 
ridors and bfsK <,'cd till- cipitiil at all 
jHjints Thp Alliance niembtT!* had taken 
poRsesKiou uf the hootie at 8 o'clock in 
morning. They placed the speaker in 
the chair and put a cordon uf nrristnnti 
of sergeantpat-amu around hiiu. 

Lieutenant Uovemor Meiklejohn got 
in tlirouKh the cloak room, and waa 
perved with an order of ejectment, but 
he defied the officer and was net 
taken into custody. Both sidt-j hud a 
force of 8er«eants-at-iinns wntliiii call, 
and any attenijjt on either side to pro- 
ceed with the canv;i,s.s wmild have i;re- 
cipitati'il a row. To avoid this, a com- 
nutte<' I'ri'in e.ich pinty w,us stut with a 
f tateliic'Tlt lit tlie cxsc Ui tin- supreme 
court, and a-sknii; tliat Iwily fur a de- 
ci.siun aB to which oflicer ha.s thf con^ 
stitntioiial ri^rht to preside. Tlip .su- 
preme court is,(H'd a writ of mandamus 
coui])cllmg tim speaker to cunviisii the 
returns. Thla wae a point in favor of 
Governor-elect Boyd. 

Fifty sergeants-at-aniis were appoint- 
ed, and thousands oi people besieged the 
doors of the representative hall to quell 
the riot Qovemor Thayer called out 
the militia to suppress the disturbance. 

Sheriff McCloy aer\'ed the writ on the 
speaker only after a pitched battle. He 
was gnHrde<) hy a s(iuad of police and 
Capt. Carder's clothes were torn oflf, but 
afli'r sniashinj,' hats and heads with their 
club« they secured entranco and the writ 
■was served. Lieutenant (rovemor Meik- 
lejohn then declared the session ad- 
journed and the Kepublicaui* and Deni<)- 
crats filed out of the hoasc. Elder tlien 
called the Alliance iiK-niliers to ordei 
and dire< tt d the l oll U> Ix) called. 

VN'heii the Democrats ami Uepulilii auK 
attempted to leave the floor the Alliance 
BerKeant-at-iirms closed the doors and 
attempted lo keep them in. He iieeivcd 
a punch in the eye ajid a Moody nosi a- 
the result, and the doirs wen- s|K'eilily 
ojiened. Free fiijhts occnrre(l every few 
UiiuiiteH. Nat. Brown, of thnaha.. had 
•n alteroatioa at the door of the iiouse 
with an AlUaaoe man, resulting in Die 
Alliance man being sent to the hoapital 
for repairs. 

Elder called the eighteen aenaton and 
flfty-nve representatives of the Alliance 
to order aa a joint session, bnt Attorney 
General Leese advised sabmiasion to 
the orders of the court. Nevertheless, 
Elder waa declared pre«iiling officer of 
tne joint session, and the Alliance men 
started to work. Qovemor Tha} t 
tried to (juiet the crowd, but to no re- 
sult. Mr. Meiklejuhn went out in the 
corridor at 2 o'clock and tlie doorkeejiers 
refused to re-adiuit him. 

The lieutenant governor api)ealed tu 
OoveiTior Thayer, and the fjovernor or- 
dered that nnl<^ Meiklejohn was ad' 
nutted thu militia would take Un in at 
tlie TKiint of tlie bayonet. 

Muiklejohn wat* admitted, and walk- 
intS directly to the speaker's stand, he 
demanded: "Mr. Si^uoker, do I under- 
stand that my t>a.sse8 will not be hon- 
ored?" 

"That is all right, replied the speaker. 

"I want these paasee honored as you 
agi-eed they shoold be, upon your honor 
as a man," deulantd Meiklejolm. 

"I'll see that it is dona," replied the 
ipeaker. 

Meiklejohn'* passeo bad beed refosed 
at the door by the Alliance sergeants-at- 
anns. 

At 2 iri Speaker Elder odled the joint 
seesiion to order. The Bepublicans and 
Democrats were in their seats and 
answered the roll cjill. Meiklejolm held 
his position in front of the speaker's 
stand, whidi waa onmdad with AUance 

men. 

Chaplain Di(TeidK)icher prayed that 
the Almighty would xive the le^^islatora 
there assembled fjrace U) wnlrol them- 
selves and faithfully iH-rform their 
duties. Then Meiklejohn mimediutely 
assiuued control of the joint assembly. 



that the election waH void and re^ 
fusing to recognize any of the offi- 
cers at* elected; also, censuring the 
supreme co\nt. After much delay and 
discuHsiuu the resolution was adopted by 
a strict partv voto— 70 to 69, the Repub- 
licans and f)em(HTats voting no. TTie 
joint ses.sion then adjourned. 

Within thirty miniites after the offi- 
cial aiiinmncement of the election's re- 
sult by SiM-aker Elder, the oath of office 
had lieen administered to Oovernor 
Boyd and the other officers elect and 
their bonds apj)roved by the suiireme 
conrt. The legislature will assemble in 
regular session to-dav. 

The militia cleared the state hous« 
gi-ounds several times, but the people 
crowded by them every time they could, 
and a howling mob snrronnoed the 
capitoL When the militia waa called 
ont the onifd hooted and yolled at them in 
such a manner thnt the tin soldiers be- 
came friffhtened, and it was only when a 
Sfjuad of forty police arrived that any 
kind of order prevailed. The crowd 
outside kept up a sullen roar while the 
friglitened militiamen patrolled the 
1 •orders. When the Alliance men began 
coming out, they were received with 
howls of derision, hisses, cat calls and 
other uncoinolimentary receptions. 

At 8 o'clock last night. Governor-elect 
Boyd »alle<l on Governor Thayer and 
was informed th.it the latter would not 
give up his otlice, on the ground that 
IJoyd was not a (. itizen of I iie 1' iii' ed 
States and was therefore not I'ii'.'ible. 
(iovernor Tha\ er has 1 airic ;kU (1 the 
e.xec utive ollice and remains iie-ide with 
policemen and a eoinpanv of mil ilia on 
guard. It is impossible ro reach him to 
ascertain his puriio.se-. but it is under- 
stmid that he will remain governor, if 
possible, nntil all questions affecting ids 
successor are settled.

The .secretary <lii-ei ts him to turn over 
the projit i ty to ( ai't. I'uK e. who will 
l»e the Indian a^i'iit ;it tliLs |K)mt. This 
action, so far .w the removal of Hoyer is 
coni'enied. was detenniued upon s(juie 
time ago. when the ofhcials ol I lie In- 
dian bureau leanie<l that he w xs not 
proving eijual to the . iiier^eiu'y. 

The jaiblishtd stati-iiient. the secre- 
tary said, that there is any ec>ntliet l)e- 
tween the war department and the in 
terior department as to jurisdiction in 
thu Indian agenci&s is denied l>y all 
parties concerned. He is in perfect ac- 
cord with Secretary Proctor in regard 
to the policy to be pursued, and that be 
had donb evervthlng in his power tu 
bring the disturbance to an end. The 
rations had been sui)plie<l promptly auJ 
in sufficient quantity. The ofHcers were 
acting in harmony with the troopa atid 
a united effort was being made to give 
Gen. Milea every facility fur oanyiug 
on his operation. 

The situation aaaummed up at thetn- 
t<'rior deiMinment is about as follows: 
There is in all alniul 20,(XH> Siou.x In- 
dians, men. women a children; about 
b'l.dUU of this number are actounte.l for, 
,is they are living on the other reserva 
tions in peace, and nut taking part in the 
pres«-nt dii^iurbance. This leaves alx)Ut 
■>.iM.K) men. women and children to fju 
the earthworks, the Howitzers and 
8.000 men, under command of Gen. 
Miles. This number is further lessened 
by taking from it the friendly Indians 
who are still at the Pine Kidge agencv. 
numbariuf aome I.ISOU men, women atid 
children. While the situation ia regard 
ed as a hopeless one for the Indians, it is 
;i>i.s«rted that they have no intention of 
surrendering. It is predicted by sunie 
w ho are on the gi'ouiid. that there will 
be a battle on Siimlay or Monday iieit.

Rev M,i( <^)iie;iry made a long argu 
merit in d( feiise of his |iositioii, and pre 
dieted that the views set forth by him 
in his book and in the pulpit would hi- 
generally adoptt'd before the dawn of 
the twentieth century. He also de( hired 
that if expelled from the Episco;al 
pulpit, he would continue to preach tlie 
doctrine* concerning the conception, 
birth and resurrection of the Christ, but 
he liegged the court, for the sake of the 
church, not to find him guilty, because 
he fe.arwl damaging results would follow 
such an action in this tiaii.sitional age. 

Dr. Bates the attorney for the prose- 
cution, demanded that Uev. .MacC^iieary 
be ileidared Lfuilty, l>ecaase he was being 
triid by ,1 court of to-d,i\' and not of a 
n iitury In iie>>. and becaiis.- he read 
thiiitrs from the Scriiitiires and then ad 
vised his liianTs not to belu-ve thfiii. 

In his ;ir;;nnient Rev. .M;ict.^iieiiry 
staled e.xpla itly that his oliie( t in writ- 
ing a Ihmik was ni.it to create a sensation, 
but to. if (.ossible. a.s.sist in cc informing 
Christianity to common sense and nine 
teenth century thoughts. In closing 
with the final reply to the prosecutor, 
he said the church and the prosecution 
were dogmatists and that the latter ad- 
mitted thai the council of Nice did not 
insist upon virgin birth and literal res 
iirrection of the body. 

Rev. MacQueary has been advised 
throughout tne trial by a Unitarian 
clergj-man, and it is anticipate*! that he 
will adopt that creed if convicted and 
expelled. The case is amusing wide- 
spread interest amongst all denomina- 
tions of chnrch people.
